Iceland H at a M flk-white Laka. 
H err Thorodden announces th a t ha 
has found ,!a very long lake," stretch* 
ing from the margin of the mighty 
glacier which forms the western side 
Or the Vatna-Jokull, in Iceland. It is 
milk-white, 
from the glacier water 
of which it is composed, and has been 
named the Ijangisjor. The scenery 
around it is described as very beauti­ 
ful, though the discoverer adds th a t 
“vegetation is quite absent.” On the 
other side of the chain which term in­ 
ates the lake in the south there is an 
extensive plateau, on which was seen 
the glitter of a large watercourse, 
probably the Skepta, and far to the 
south some great lava st ream, dating, 
probably, from the 1783 eruption.

Professor George Davidson, of CL# 
coast and geodetic survey, who was 
on# of the pioneer explorers of Alaska, 
takes a deep interest in the recent 
re ports of volcanic disturbances in the 
far north. When 
seen by a San 
Francisco Chronicle man he said: 
“There is really nothing remarkable 
about the recent 
disturbances in 
Alaska, although the event is of in­ 
terest. The whole coast of Alaska 
out to the east of the Aleution islands 
is the volcanic and glacial region of 
the w’orld. It is quite to be expected 
alm ost every week th at some of the 
numerous volcanoes along th a t rug­ 
ged coast will break forth, fill the air 
with cinders, ashes and smoke and 
cover the glaciers with nasty black 
sand and soot. Chignik bay, from 
which this last eruption was seen, is 
latitude 50 deg. 19 min. 20 sec. 
north and longitude 158 deg. 21 min. 
25 sec. west of Greenwich, on the 
southeast coast of the peninsula of 
Alaska, opposite the Semidi islands 
and about 300 miles from the end of 
the peninsula. The observer could 
not have seen Black peak as reported, 
for it is only twenty-four miles west- 
northwest from his position. He saw 
Mount Pavlof, on the west side of 
Pavlof bay, distant about 148 miles 
south, 42 deg. west, from Chignik 
bay. The man who was a t Wesnes- 
senski island, lying off Pavlof bay, saw 
Pavlof volcano, distant from him 
twenty-nine miles north, 68 deg west. 
“Pavlof is one of fifty volcanoes of 
the 
peninsula of Alaska and the 
Aleutian islands, of which twenty-five 
are in a state of activity, shown by 
smoking. Ju st west of Pavlof, about 
ten miles, lies a cluster of peaks called 
Aghileen 
pinnacles, which 
are all 
marked by craters. Pavlof is in la t­ 
itude 55 degrees 27 minutes north, 
longitude 161 degrees 
47 minutes 
west, and it has two craters. In 
1764 and 1786, according to Russian 
autiiorities, Pavlof was active in 
1838 it was smoking, and in 1867 I 
saw it smoking myself. Pavlof is 
visible from all the Shumagin islands, 
of which Megas is the largest. The 
view is pat tubularly good from Sand 
H arbor on Megas island. I shall not 
be surprised to learn of more erupt­ 
ions in th at locality at any time, for, 
as I said before, it is the volcanic 
region of the whole world.

Wonderful Development. 
Everybody who is familiar with 
the map of Minnesota knows that 
nearly one-half the area of the state 
lies north of the Northern Pacific and 
that with the exception of the prairie 
district along the Red River of the 
North, where railroad lines have been 
built, paralleled and reparalleled that 
the northern part of the state is al­ 
most without railway lines. That is 
the maps most familiar to the pnbho 
shows this condition. But a wonder­ 
ful development is going on in the 
northern part of the state. About all 
the railroad building that is being 
done is being done in that district. 
Sumo of these lines are built for log­ 
ging railroads and some to bring oat 
the recently discovered deposits of 
iron ore. Two lines are headed for 
the Red Lake reservation and are 
likely to tap it o q the east before the 
the reservation is fairly open. These 
lines will open besides pine and iron 
lands stretches of hardwood timber 
and an apicultural district which 
will some day be populous and pros­ 
perous. Indeed there is reason to be­ 
lieve that the time will come, and 
that soon, when the railroad lines 
now in proeess of construction will be 
vastly more profitable than the prairie 
lines in the Red river valley district. 
Railroad managers have fairly fought 
over territory there while neglecting 
a great area further east that is des­ 
tined to furnish far more profitable 
business, if the experience with the 
timber country lines in Wisconsin 
may be expected as any eriteron. 
And the lumbermen have been and 
are the vanguard in this new railroad 
construction.
